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In praotioal tarma this i. not really a new problem. The 
new element would be poaaible use of the argument that oloeure 
of the aeotor-aeotor boundary m baaed upon the faot that it 
was now a "state frontier". In the past, particularly in the 
period during the 1948-1949 blockade and for some years there- 
after, the sector-sector boundaries were partially and, for 
brief perioda, almost entirely sealed off. On suoh occasions 
the Western Commandants would protest against violations of 
the unity of the oity and the free movement of traffic between 
East and West Berlin, but no further action was taken (except 
in a few instances imposition of reprisals in West Berlin). 

As far as oontingenoy planning is oonoernad, this would 
presumably involve two general types of problems « 

(a) How the utilities, communications and transportation 
systeosof West Berlin oan be maintained oonsldering the normal 
integration of these facilities within the oity which prevails, 

(b) What aotlon might be taken to dramatise the closure of the 
seotor-seotor boundary. 

As to (a), extensive planning has already been done on this

might be useful In this oonneotion to have a ieeal studv made a. 
to whether resort to tfr. KJ or UH would be likfly to result in a 
favorable recommendation or decision. However, it seems liLly 
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that, in a praotioal sense. Wast Berlin would simply have to 
adapt to the situation, taking such limited reprisals as are 
available to it. The probability is that a declaration of the 
seotor-seotor boundary as a "state frontier" would not result 
in oomplete olosure, but merely in tightening of controls at the 
orossing points.
